MISSIONARY PERILS 


From the London Methodist Magazine. 


Extract of a letter from Mr. James Boot, 
Methodist print dom dated Montreal, 
Canada, Dec, 23, 1817. 

It is now more than twelve months since 

I came hither. Many signal deliverances 

have [ witnessed. Three times my life 

has been in danger: once I was near be- 
ing frozen to death ; once I was almost lost 
in a dead swamp, having lost my way 1n 
the woods, and plunged into the swamp; 
and within a litde of being buried therein, 
with my horse under me, but was muracue 
lously saved by providentially finding some 

old roots of trees, just-at the place where I 

was immerged, upon which I and my horse 

stood, and with difficulty and danger we 
both escaped.

possibility for me to preach. But when I 
saw the people waiting, some of whom 
were come seven or cight miles in the 
rain which had been pouring down, my 
heart yearned over them; ani, as I did 
not expect to-see my dear vife again in 
this world, | knew I could not die better 
than preaching the gospel of the Son of 
God to poor sinners. I preached to the 
people from these words, “Great peace 
have they that love thy law, and nothing 
shall offend them.” _ I had t» take breath 
every sentence | uttered; bit finished my 
discourse, and formed a small class, and 
then I was happy I had done my work until 
I arrived at Montreal. A fever, with great 
pain ensued ; and from Thirsday evening 
until Sabbath forenoon I wis a prisoner in 
a log-house, but amongst kind friends in 
the woods, near the lake Champlaine, be- 
fere I could sit — my horse to travel.

Tbe Board have als ordered to be cast 
a set of stereotype plars for the New Tes- 
tament, in Spanish : vhich will be execu- 
ted as sdon as a suitalle copy can be pro- 
cured for the pur pose, 

Hitherto the affairs of the Society have 
been carried on, and tle several species of 
their property have been kept in a small 
depository, and, for want of room, in seve- 
ral other places. The value of this pro- 
perty, amounting, beddes the funds in the 
hands of the Treasurer, to twenty-four 
thousand dollars; the continual jeopardy 
of a large portion of R; the advanced pre- 
mium of insurance consequent thereon ; 
the time lost in travelling from spot to spot, 
and the labor incurreil by this perplexing 
mode of superintending different parts of 
the same business; added to the daily in- 
crease of all these evils, induced the mana- 
gers to concentrate their busiaess into a 
single establishment, either under one roof, 
or in convenient buildings contiguous to 
each other. They would have preferred 
owning a suitable edifice, as insuring 
greater permanency, and a more periec 
control ; but the amount of their funds 
which such a purchase must absorb, would 
have so diminished their means and crip- 
pled their efforts, that they deemed it more 
advisable, in the infant state of their affairs, 
rather to wave some advantages, than to 
iieur the hazard of disproportionate ex- 
penditure; and have resolved to Aire for

A serious article of expense arises from

Foreign paper, especially the French, is 
preferred, as being made of better materi- 
als, and of a more durable texture than 
what is manufactured in this country at

free of duty, would enable the Society to 
furnish the Scriptures at a reduced rate, 
and thus to circulate them in greater abun- 
dance, as well as bring them more casily 
within the reach of the poor.

During the past year the Board have re- 
ceived from England 700 Geelic, 200 Ger- 
man, and 500 Welsh Bibles bought of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, for the 
purpose of supplying the wants of foreign- 
ers in this country who speak those langua- 
ges. Three hundred and ninety nine co- 
pies of the Gaelic Bible have been sent to 
Fayetteville, in North-Carolina, agreea- 


the Fayeateville Bible Society. One Ger- 
man Bible has been sold. The remaining 
copies of that importation are still on hand. 

uring the same period there have been 
printed for the ety about nineteen thou- 
sand es, chiefly of the drevier type, 
12mo. making the total number printed to 
be 29,500. 

Of the 1,050 copies of the French Bible 
in sheets, presented last year to the Board 
by the New-York Bible Society six hun- 
dred have been sent to the Louisiana Bible

The first set of the minion type, duodecimo, 
wili soon be finished ; and an addition of 
2,000 copies of tire Bible to be printed 
thereon may be expected out in the course 
of the next month. 

In addition to the very respectable list of 
AvuxiLiarigs to the Society, mentioned in 
the first Annual Report, the Board have 
the satisfaction to state, that during the past 
year seventy-three Socicties have officially 
announced their accession ; ‘wenty-four of 
whichexisted bcfore the establishment of the 
National Society,and forty-nine were formed 
since. The above, together with those 
mentioned in the last Report, make the toe 
tal number of Auxiliaries to the American 
Bible Society, as now knowa, to be one 
Aundred and fifty-seven, 

The managers also acknowledge, with © | 
gratitude,the receipt of $865, 47 from Con-- 
gregational collections made for the benefit 
of the Society, in answer to their applica- 
tion.

CHEROKEE MISSION. 


Extracts of a leiter from a Missionary, to his Uncle 
in the Northern Libertics, (Philadelphia,) dated 
* Chickamaugah, May 4, 1818. 
“As it respects temporal things, especially 
lodgings and provisions, this establishment is situ- 
ated very agreeably. The missionary families 
occupy a large two storied house. erected at public 
expense. ‘The Indian girls and boys have 5 or 6 
small houses, and each their blanket, which is 
their wrapper in day-time and their bed at night. 
** But in regard to spiritual matters, | can truly 
say I have heard and seen-things here for which I 
bless the Lord. These have been passing in re- 
view rapidly ever since I sat my feet on this inter- 
esting spot. We arrived just before the school 
was let out. The singing of ahymn drew us to 
the door ; it was a procession of more than 40 of 
those dear little red brethren and sisters. I caught 
one line of their hymn, which was sung to a most 
simple and beautiful tune. 
“ Gire me my Bible in my hand, 
4 heart to read and understand »—&e. 
The teacher then introduced us to his pupils as 
they stood in a row facing us, withi@heir handker- 
chiefs bound round their heads and & girdle round 
the waist. They have Elias Boudinot, Lyman 
Beecher, Jonas Coe, &c. Brother Mall is most 
warmly attached to the last name, as he is to the 
character whom it designates. Youhave heard, 
I suppose, that Mr. Kingsbury is about making a 
new settlement among the Choctaws. His ark is 
lying in readiness on the Tennessee, about 8 miles 
distant ; and he and Mr. Williams’ family are on 
’g, as soon as Mr. Cornelius ar- 
rives which will be this week. To return and give 
you some notion of the manner in which this mis- 
sion is conducted.—As soon as the hymn was end- 
ed, all the youth went to work ; the girls to their 
apartments——the boys to hoeing, choppivg, &c. 
till the ringing of the bell assembled them to 
supper br Con-a-hen-na, [a preparation of corn. | 


At 8, they returned to prayers and short exhorta-" 


tion—thence to their houses, By day-light the 
® last of a horn awakes them; at sun-rise the bell 
assembles them to prayers—thence to work till 
break{ast—thence to school. It is delightful to 
see them skipping and running at these several 
calls; but far, very far more so, to hear the voice 
of social prayer as 1 did last night among some 
girls of 12 or 15 years, in the open air, entirely 
unknown to themselves.” 

The writer being permitted to be present at a 
female prayer-meeting, heard a young Indian 
squaw pray, of whom he remarks— 

‘* C— B—’s prayer was truly remarkable ; on- 
ly six months ago she came here all over covered 
with jewelry ; beautiful, but vain and ignorant. 
Her father stands high as a man of wealth and of 
war. the is able to talk, read, and write well 
now, and gives delightful evidences of being pos- 
sessed of eminent piety, as her conduct among 
the squaws, and this family, abundantly and con; 
vincingly testifies. More than 12 of the natives 
have been here in three days time to talk “about 
these good things,” that is, “* how bad people can 
get made good.” Catharine is of immense value 
to her poor ignorant brethren, though but 17, and 
naturally reserved and diffident. There is now 
really a great enquiry among the natives. On 
some Sabbaths, more than 20 come to talk ; many 


begin to observe the Sabbath ; and many seem 


to be convinced ; sit have been admitted, and 


several blacks and whites also. Yesterday I trust + 


will long be remembered. On our account the 
Lord’s Supper was again celebrated, and three 
more admitted, ,and some kept back ; for great 
caution is deemed indispensable.- There are sev- 
eral children that would gladly join the school, 
but they have not clethess--Couid not some of the 
friends of the poor with you make up a bale of 
shirts, trowsers, &c.? Mr. Ralston will soon trans- 
mit them. This is really desirable. Mr. Hoyt 
and family send their love, with thisrequest. 
‘* Glorious prospects are opening before this 
dear band of brethren in this wild region. Our 
hopes were high on leaving Knoxville ; but they 
have been more than realized by a great deal.— 
The children are generally from 12 to 16 years 
old.—De please to think on clothes for them. — 

. “ May 6th.—The Indians whom we staid with, 
would not take any pay, neither yesterday nor to- 
day. Some were much affected in family wor- 
ship, or iu prayer which followed exhortation.— 
In several places, 40 or 50 miles distant from the 
station towards Nashville, where some children 
have been to Chickamaugah, we met with most 
welcome receptions.” (Rel. Remembrancer.

“Those who 
feel 2 special interest in the subject as parents or 
teachers, will be gratified, we doubt not, with 
the perusal of a ‘+ plan” that has been adopted 
with very flattering success in several parish- 
es; and we indulge the hope that ere long there 
will not be a village in this Commonwealth, des- 
titute of the rich advantages so easily obtained 
for the rising, and even the risen generation. ] 


Pian of Sabbath School instruction adapted to the 
country, where the population ts scattered. 


There shall be a superintendant, whose duty it 
becomes to collect the children from reluctant fa- 
milies, provide means for their decent appear- 
ance, (if needful,) as well as books for their tse, 
if wanted: when assembled, to class them: pro- 
vide teachers, and distribute class papers, bestow 
tickets, premiums, &c. 

Also, an assistant to take the charge in the ab- 
sence of the superintendant, or afford her relief, 
should the school be large. 

A teacher is necessary to four or five scholars, 
according to the lengths of their recitations. 

At the commencement of the school, the cate- 
chisms contained in Emerson’s Evangelical Pri- 
met, should be the principal object of attention ; 
after which, verses from the Bible, or hymns may 
properly be recited. 

A ticket (No. 1) shall be presented as a reward, 
for reciting the doctrinal catechism, which may be 
exchanged for No. 2, and so om at the recital of 
every tenth lesson in the historical catechism, or 
every tenth answer in the assembly's (with the 
definitions and proofs,) or every 29th wi/hout 
them. A ticket shall be given for the recitation 
of twenty verses of hymns. 

Every tenth ticket entitles the scholar to a 
printed hymn, which is not to be returned, as the 
tickets are ; and when five of then are gained, 
and committed to memory, the posiessor shall re- 
ceive a tract in an appropriate cover.

The man 
Bancal left his house, and did not return that 
night.—The next day Bancal’s wife sent the lit- 
tle Madeline to her father in the fie'ds with some 
soup, and desired her to tell her father to dé he 
knew what.—She went, found him digging a hole, 
which she thought was intended for her, deliver- 
ed the message of the inhuman mother as she had 
been told ; lwit he, kissing her, said, “* Vo, no, be 
a good girl, ga.”” The situation of the little Mad- 
eline created so much sympathy for her, that sub-

From the Religious Remembrancer. 


SLAVERY, — 

The General Assembly of the Presbyte- 
rian Church, conveued in Philadelphia, 
June, 1818, having taken into consideration 
the subject of Staveny, think proper to 
make known their sentiments upon it to 
the churches and people under their care. 

We consider the voluntary cnslaving of 
one part of the human rsce by another, as 
a gross violation of the most precious and 
sacred rights of human hature ; as utterly 
inconsistent with the law of God, which re- 


quires us to loveourneighbor as ourselves; | 


and as totally irreconcilable with the spirit 
and principles of the Gospel of Christ, 
which enjoin, that “ all things whatsoever 
ye would that men should do ta you, do ye 
evensotothem.’” Sijavery creates a para- 
dox inthe moral system—if exhibits ra- 
tional, accountable, and immortal beings, 
in such circumstances as scarcely to leave 
them the power of moral action. It exhi- 
bits them as dependent on the will of oth- 
ers, whether they shali receive religious 
instruction ; whether they shall know and 
worship the true God ; whether they shall 
enjoy the ordinances of theGospel ; wheth- 
er they shall perform the duties & cherish the 


endearments of husbands & wives,parents & | 
children, neighbors and friends ; whether | 
they shall preserve cheir charity and puri- | 


ty, or regard the dictates of justice or hu- 
manity. Such are some of the consequenc- 
es of slavery—consequences not jmagina- 


Pry—but which connect themselves with 


its very existence. The evils to which the 
slave is e/ways exposed oftcn take place in 
fact, and in their very worst degree and 
form: and where all of them do not take 
place, as we rejoice to say that in many in- 
stances, through the influence of the prin= 
ciples of humanity and religion on the 
minds of masters, they do not—still the 
slave is deprived of his natural right, de- 
graded as a human being, and exposed to 
the danger of passing into the hands of a 
master who may inflict upon him all the 
hardships and injuries which inhumanity 
and avarice may suggest. 

From this view of the consequences re- 
sulting from the practice into which Chris- 
lian people have most inconsistently fal- 
len, of enslaving a portion of their érethren 
of mankind, fur “ God hath made of one 
blood al! nations of men to dwelh en all the 
face of the earth ;” it is manifestly the du- 
ty of all Christians who enjoy the light of 
the present day, when the inconsistency of 
slavery, both with the dictates of humanity 
and religion, has been demonstrated, and 
is generally seen and acknowledged, to 
use their honest, earnest, and unwearied 
endeavors, to correct the errors of former 
limes, and as speedily as possible to efface 
this blot on our holy religion, and to obtain 
the complete abolition of slavery throug h- 
out Christendom, and if possible throughout 
the world. 

We rejoice that the church to which we 
belong commenced, as early as any other 
in this country, the good work of endeavor- 
ing to put an end to slavery,* and that in 
the same work, many of its members have 
ever. since been, and now are among the 
most active,vigorous and efficient laborers. 
We do, indeed, tenderly sympathize with 
those portions of our church and our coun- 
try, where the evil of slavery has been en- 
tailed upon them ; where a great, and the 
most virtuous part of the community abhor 
slavery, and wish its extermination, as sin- 
cerely as any others, but where tne num- 
ber of slaves, their ignorance, and their 
vicious habits generally, render an imme- 
diate and universal emancipation incon- 
sistent, alike, with the safety and happi- 
neas of the master and the slave. With 
those who are thus circumstanced, we re- 
peat that we tenderly sympathize. At the 
same time, we earnestly exhort them to 
continue, and if possible, to increase their 


exertions to effect a total abolition of sla- | 


very. We exhort them to suffer no great- 
er delay to take place in this mesvifiterest- 
ing concern than a regard to the public 
welfare truly and indispensably demands. 
As our country has inflicted a most 
grievous injury on the unhappy Africans,

using efforts that are lawful and practica- 
ble, to extinguish the evil. 

And we, at the same time, exhort others 
to forbear harsh censures, and uncharitable 
reflections on their brethren, who unh2ppi- 
ly live among slaves, whom they cannot 
immediately set free; but who, at the 
same time, are really using all their influ- 
ence, and all their endeavors, to bring 
them into a state of freedom, as soon as a 
door for it can be safely opened. 

Having thus expressed our views of 
slavery, and of the duty indispensably in- 
cumbent on all Christians to labor for its 
complete extinction, we proceed to re- 
commend (and we do it with all the ear- 
nestness and solemnity which this momen- 
tous subject demands) a particular attcn- 
tion to the followfng points. : 

1. Werecommend to all our people to 
patronize and encourage the Society late- 
ly formed, for colonizing in Africa, the 
land of theit ancestors, the people of color 
in our county. We hope that much good 
may result from the plans and efforts of 
this Society. And while we exceedingly 
rejoice to have witnessed its origin and or- 
ganization anong the Aol/ders cf slaves, as 
giving an usequivocal pledge of their

standing with our @hurch, contrary to his 
or her will, and inclination, it ought imme- 


diately to claim the particular attention of * soon see him and be with him for ever,” 


the proper church judicature ; and unless 
there be such peculiar circumstances at- 
tending the case as can but seldom happen, 
it ought to be followed without delay, by a 
suspension of the offengler from all the pri- 
vileges of the church, till he repent, and 
make all the reparation in his power to the 
injured party.

In the brief account of 
him which we are about to annex,we would rather 
be found to err on the contrary side. During the 
wasting and painful illness which “brought this 
young conyert to the grave, we had frequent op- 
unities of. conversing with him on the mo- 
mentous concerns of his soul, of examining into 
the nature of his hopes, and of observing, not 
merely the words which passed from his lips, but 
the inward dispositions from whence they appeared 
to proceed, He certainly seemed impressed 
with a conviction that, to use his own words, “he 
was by nature a poor helpless sinner, who but for 
the infinite mercy of Godin Cunist Jrsus, might 
have been cast into the lake which never is 
quenched.” We trust this strong language was the 
result of the teaching of that£piritwhich had shewn 
him the evil of his heart, & caused him to feel his 
need of a Saviourto deliver him from the wrath 
due to asinner from an infinitely just and holy 
God. He was very early convinced (a thing not 
common in this flattering disorder) that his disease 
must terminate in death, and a near at proach of 
death and judgment are certainly no excitements 
to faleehood and hypocrisy. When, therefore, he 
declared that the atonement and righteousness of 
a divine Redeemer, were the only grounds of !.is 
hope of pardon and accepiance with.God, we 
could not but be thankful forthe grace that was 
come unto him. From this heavenly principle of 
faith, which united him instramentally to Him 
in whom all spiritual blessings are freely bestow- 
ed and etemally se¢ured, we doubt not sprung 
many of those pleasing fruits, which were visible 
in his temper and conduct during his illness. His 
patience under acute sufferings, and his resigna- 
tion to the will of God in the prospect of an early 
dissolution, were very conspicuous to all that 
were about him. 
At the commencement of his disease, before 
the symptoms became very alarming, hé expres- 








| sed an earnest desire, should he recover, to devote 


his future life to the service of his Redeemer.— 
With peculiaranimation he one day spoke to his 
minister of the conduct of a young man, who, like 
himseif, wasa teacher in a Sunday School, but 


who had from love to his Saviour been more than | 


commonly active in doing good. “ He is sickly,” 


, said he, “ as well as myself, and tells me, in his 
| visits to my bedside, that it is probable he shall,

he gives himself entirely to his service, employing | 
every leisure hour that he has in reading His word, | 
and visiting the sick and the afflicted.””

gratified at his watm expressions of love towards
